Tana general P L A N i is as follows, vis.

As a conſiderable Capital is abſolutely neceſſary to carry 
on ſuch a Deſign, as well as an annual . therefore

That any Perſon by whoſe Hands a Legacy or BenefaQion 
of fifty Pounds ſhall be paid to this CY ſhall be alſo 
deemed a Governor for Life.
